Israel's First King 


HIGHLIGHTS ON TH E SUNDAY 8CHOOL LES80N 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The 
International 
Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Aug 27 is I Samuel 9, IO. ll , the 
Golden Text being I P eter 2:17, 
"Honor all men. Love the broth­ 
erhood. 
Fear God. 
Honor the 
king.” ) 


THE CHAPTER before the one 
assigned to our lesson today tells 
of 
the 
people* 
dissatisfaction 
with Samuel because he was old 
and because, too. hi* son*, like 
those of Eli. were not good men 
like their father. They demanded 
a king. 


There w a* a man of the tribe of 
Benjamin whose nam e was Kish, 
and he had a son named Saui. 
Kish's asses were lost, and he sent 
hi* son with a servant to find and 
bring them home. They searched 
for three day# and not finding 
them. 8aul thought they should go 
home ss his father would worry 
about him. but the servant said 
they should go to the nearby city 
and consult a seer or prophet 
named .Samuel who knew every­ 
thing. 


The Lord Inform* Samuel 
The Lord had told Samuel that 
this young man would come to him 
and that he was the man who 
would be made king of the Israel­ 
ite* 
gaul apparently had 
not 
known of Samuel. Samuel came 
out to go to "the high place." and 
Baul asked him where he would 
find the seer. Samuel said he was 
he and told Saul to come up with 
him and he should dine with him 
that night and on the morrow he 
would tell him all th a t was in his 
heart. 
.Saul was treated as an honored 
gueM and Samuel told him that 
"the desire of Israel" was on him. 
S ail humbly said. "Am I not a 
Benjamite of the sm allest of the 
tribes of Israel? and my family 
the least of all the families of the 
tribe 
of 
Benjam in? 
wherefore 
then speakest thou ao to m e?" 
Next morning Samuel told Saul 
to send his servant on ahead, and 
Samuel took a vial of oil and 
poured it upon Saul’s head and 
kissed him. and said. "Is it not 
because the Lord hath anointed 
thee to be captain over hi* in­ 
heritance?" 
On hi* way home, 
• a il Samuel, he would find two 
men by Rachel's sepulchre, and 
they would tell him the asses had 
been found and his father was 
sorrowing for his ton. He should 
go on and a t the plain of Tabor he 
would meet three men going up to 
God at Bethel, one carrying three 
kida and another three loaves of 


bread, and the third a bottle of 
wine. 
These men would salute him and 
give him two loaves of the bread 
anti 8aul should continue to the 
"hill of God.’’ w'here he would 
meet a company of prophet*. The 
prophets would prophesy and the 
spirit of God would descend upon 
Saul and he too would prophesy. 
Thus would Saul know that God 
was with him 


Home Folk Skeptical 
All this came to pass as Samuel 
had said. but the people of his 
part of the country who had 
known him said. "Is Saui among 
the prophet*?" 
Samuel then called the children 
of Israel together and told them 
th at the Lord said they had re­ 
jected Him because they wanted 
a king, but he was going to give 
them one. When they were all 
gathered together according to 
tribe*, he chose the tribe of Ben­ 
jam in and asked for Saul. They 
found him hiding 
He was a fine 
young man. taller and handsom er 
than any other, and Samuel said, 
"See ye whom the Lord hath 
chosen, that there is none like him 
am ong ail the people?" And all 
the people shouted, "God save the 
kl ng>» 
Saul then went home and with 
him men whose hearts God had 
touched, but some there were who 
said, "How shall thta man save 
u s? " and they despised him and 
brought him no present*. 
The Philistines began to harass 
the Israelites at this time, and 
m essengers came to Saul to tell 
him of their threats and the peo­ 
ple lifted up their voices and w ept 
Saul came out of the field and 
said. "W hat aileth the people th at 
they weep*" They told him. and 
the Spirit of God came upon him 
and he w as very angry He took a 
yoke of oxen, 
hewed them 
in 
pieces and sent the pieces am ong 
all the tribes, telling them he 
would slay their oxen. too. if they 
did not come out to him and Sam ­ 
uel. Three hundred thousand men 
of Israel came out and 30,000 men 
of Judah 
Saul put them In three 
companies and they slew the Am­ 
monite*. 
The people said. "Saul shall 
reign over us.” and they wanted to 
kill the men w ho had not believed 
in him. Baul would not do this. 
however "There ahail not a man 
be put to death this day," he said. 
"for today the Lord hath wrought 
Salvation in Israel!" 
Then Samuel said. "Come, let u* 
go to Gilgal. and renew th* king­ 
dom there." And all the people 
went and they made Haul king 
and they aacriflced peace offering# 
before the Lord.
